ADMINISTRATION OF AN 


ESTATE. 


The case of Dr. Annie Dooley, 3 Upper 
Fitzwilliam street, Dublin, Bathelor of Medi- 
cine, v. George Dooley, of New Ross, County 
Wexford, came before the Court on an ap- 
plication on behalf of the plaintiff for an 
order for the administration of the estate of 
her deceased father, James George Dooley. 

Dr. Dooley stated in an affidavit that her 
father died intestate on the 16th of August, 
1916, leaving one son and six daughters. His 
wife predeceased him and died intestate. On 
the death of her father, her brother, George 
Dooley, went into occupation and receipt of the 
rents and profits of the lands, and took over 
the management. of the businéss and control of 
her father’s estates. The personal estate of 
her father, for the purpose of estate duty, was 
sworn at £19,242 8s. 10d. Various invest- 
ments belonging to the deceased were not in- 
cluded in the schedule of assets. The de- 
ceased’s estate consisted principally of land 


on at New Ross and investments and cash at 
bank. Part of the estate consisted of £10,288 
4s. 11d. on deposit receipt in the names of 
Miss M. Deasy and Peter Doyle, who were 
trusted employés of her father, with interest. 

The defendant, Mr. George Dooley, in an 
affidavit, admitted that he went into occupa- 
tion and receipt of the rents and profits, but 
stated that he did so only with the consent 
of the plaintiff and her sisters. Since the 
date of his marriage, in 1921, which did not 
have their approval, his sisters, the plaintiff, 
Frances, and Margaret, ceased to reside at 
Hoodsgrove. Neither the plaintiff nor her 
sisters had been prejudiced by the fact that 
his’ father’s estate was not administered in 
1916. The figure arrived at by Messrs. 
Mackie and Company as the net value of the 
estate in 1916 was £28,505 2s. 11d. The pre- 
sent net value was £45,006 9a. During the 
period of six years from 1916 to 1922 a profit 
of £24,000 was made br him (defendant) in 
the management of the estate. 

The Master of the Rolls made an order for 
administration of the estate, and directed that 
the sum of £10,288 4s. 114., stated to be on 
deposit receipt, should be lodged in Court.

QUESTION OF AN ANNUITY. 


(King’s Berich Division, before Mr, Justice Pim.) 

The matter of Donegan v. Donegan came 
before the Court on the question under the 
will, executed in 1870, of the late Patrick 
Donegan, of Dame street, Dublin, as to who 
was entitled to an annuity of £50, payable 
out of the lands of Virgemount, Clonskeagh, 
which testator bequeathed to his son James 
and his issue, and, in default of issue by him, 
to his son John and his issue.

CIVIL SERVICE 
THE APPOINTMENT OF A- 
COMMISSION. i 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.14 

The President moved the second reading 
pi the Civil Service Regulation Bill, the 
main provinces of which were published in 
yesterday's Irish Times. He explained that 
the appointment of the Civil Service Com- 
nionieness rye be by the Executive Council. 
[In England the intment ' i 
advice of the Prime Minister. inch {bron 
The President mentioned that the Commis- 
sioners would not be whole-time officers. At 
present there were arrears of work, but when 
things settled down the duties of the Com- 
missioners would not be full-time occupation. 
It was intended to ask the Commissioners to 
hold examinations for County Surveyorships 
before the bill passed. were. four 
counties at present without County Sur- 
veyors, and in one case the work of the 
county Was seriously inteMered with by 
reason Of the fact that no examination had 
been held for a long time, and an examina- 
{ion was necessary fo see that the. candidates 
peile the necessary qualifications for the 
Work. 

The question was in the future as to how far 
the Civil Service might be utilised for 
examinations for situations under local 
suthorities. 


OPPOSITION. 


Mr. Figgis said that he was to 
the general principle of the bill There 
were two systems by which Civil Service 
Commissioners could: work, neither of which 
might claim all the merits. Under the 
Canadian system there was an independent 
body of Commissioners. directly responsible 
to the Legislature as a whole, That was in 
marked contrast with the system in England, 
where the Commission was subject to ‘the 
Minister of Finance, who would always be 
the most nowerfal person in the dominant 
party. The advantage of having a Com- 
mission directly responsible to the entire 
Legislature as a whole was obvious. 

The case in Ireland was that ap- 
pointments were confirmed in the 
office of the: Minister of Finance; 
of the fact that they had not perhaps given 
satisfaction, cr that they had excited com- 
ment, he did not wish to say anything then. 

Referring to Section 6 of the bill, which 

provides that examinations may be dispensed 
with in certain cases, Mr. Figgis said that 
that might become at any time a very sinister 
provision, and he was altogether opposed to, 
rt. 
Mr. Johnson said that the bill marked a 
departure in making the Civil Service a 
matter of legislation and not of prerogative. 
The machinery contemplated, however, de- 
manded very “hat discussion, and he thought 
the operation of the present bill should not 
exceed six months. 

President Cosgrave replied that he had no 
objection to limiting the operations of the bill, 
although he did not’ see the necessity for it. 
Hicthad not heard of dissatisfaction in the ser- 
vice. The spoils system was not rape intro- 
duced by the bill, and the particular clause to 
which exception was taken was aye | on 
altfours with similar powers taken in 1920 by 
a British Order in Council. .

Mr, Johnson said that in the discussion 
nothing had been said to account for the 
failure of the Universities to enter into the 
common life of .non-University people. The 
University extension movement had, he 
pointed out, made a tremendous change in 
public Jife- in. England, and there had been 
many offshoots from it. 

Professor ey explained that the Irish 
Universities had not the money to undertake 
a University extension movement. 

Mr. Liam de Roiste complained that the 
Universities had done nothing for Irish agri- 
culture, the basis of the country’s economic 
positzon. 

Mr..E. H. Alton said that there was a 
suggestion that Trinity College did not take 
an interest in the well-being and the national 
aims of the country. He controverted that, 
and very strongly. Deputies asked what had 
the Universities done for agriculture. As 
long as he had been connected with Trinity 
College they. had been struggling to get money 
for agriculture. They wanted money for re- 
search, but they could not carry on to the 
extent so much desired by the College. They 
could not expect a man to devote all his time 
to so important a subject at something like 
£150 a year. 5 

For the last few years they had courses 
for special bodies like the national school 
teachers, but they could only employ special 
lecturers in a limited way. rom every point 
of view, the Universities had given excep- 
tionally good value for the money they had 


“With an enlarged staff," said Mr. Alton, 
“we can do anything.” 


UNIVERSITIES AND SCHOOLS. 


Mr. O'Connell said that there was not 
sufficient connection between national schools 
and. Universities. Recently a scheme was 
agreed: upon - between representatives of the 

hi body and the Senate of the Nationa! 
University. In order that that scheme might 
be put into operation. the co-operation of the 
Goverament was necessary. 

Professor Thrift—Such a scheme as Deputy 
O’Connell refers to has been working for two 
years very ne in Trinity College. 

Mr.. O'Connell: said that he was glad to 
acknowledge what Professor Thrift had said, 
but the scheme in Trinity College was not 
exactly the same as the scheme of which he 
had been séis Some provision had un- 
doubtedly made by Trinity College with 
regard to one.of the training colleges, but it 
was not the same scheme as that agreed upon 
between the training body and the National 
“Ms. Figgis urged the 

r. Figgis urge t a special inquiry 
should be made into the needs of hata, 
If university education were to have an 
influence over the country the financial diffi- 
culties of the universities would have to be 
remedied. The Army vote would diminish, 
now that had come, and one would like 
to feel that there would be a celebration of 
stability that had been brought about, by 
giving the universities an increased vote, 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Professor MacNeill (Minister of Education) 
said that he envied: the position of deputies 
who could stand up to advocate claims of 
university education. He himself would like 
to call for more liberal and more rational 
treatment. The evil with regard to uni- 
versities and university education had been 
eloquently exposed, but why did the evil 
exist; why was it there? 

A year and a half ago there were high 
hopes on every side that the country was 
going to enter upon a period, when the re- 
sources of the county. then at their com- 
mand, would be used for the national benefit, 
for progress, and for advancement. A 
calamity, however, befel them, and a great 
part of that calamity he believed was 
due to |. defective education. When 
he saw the arguments that were put 
forward in the effort to justify what hap- 
pened twelve months ago, he was quite sure 
that they were based on defective education. 

But that was the state of the case—the re- 
sources of the country had been wasted ; its 
credit impaired. ugh he advocated 
liberal treatment for the universities, he was 
bound to stand up for the imperative need 
of the at present—the establishment 
of its finances and credit on a sound footing. 
It-was a painful difficulty for him, but it was 
ten times more painful for the Minister of 
Finance, who had to face, the difficulty in a 
hundred different aspects. 

‘He held that universities could, and ought, 
so far as they were able, to take a practical! 
inthe training’ of teachers. He hoped 
and trusted that they would see development 
in that direction. it would mean extending 
the’ training of teachers by one year. That 
would mean an increase of 50 per cent. in 
the financial provisions already made for the 
training af teachers.

The President said that, with regard to 
Deputy Hughes's point, any specific com- 
plaints of delay would be investigated and 
everything possible done to avert such delay. 
He thought that it would not be in the 
interests of the railway companies, the Dail, 
or the Government to make any further state- 
ment regarding the railways. If the com- 
panies could not come to an agreement the 
undertaking given by the Ministry would have 
to be put into effect. They believed, how- 
ever, that it would be better to spend a little 
more time in seeing if it would be possible 
for the companies to come to an accommo- 
dation, which would be more satisfactory than 
if the Government had to come along with a 
cut-and-dried scheme of their own. 

Mr. Davin remarked that it was generally 
rumoured that the companies were anticipat- 
ing an agreement at the expense of their staffs, 
either by dismissals or declining to fill certain 
vacancies. He thought that the Dail shouid 
make it a recommendation that there should 
be no change in the personnel of any com- 
pany s staff before the agreement or scheme 
was before the Dail. 

The President said that, while there might 
be a great deal in what Deputy Davin had 
said, they would not allow themselves to 
be side-tracked by any smaller things while 


the greater problem awaited solution.

tions and its rise in this desire for gain and 
acquisition.

State begin to introduce into their economic 
and. social life a better idea of rallying to 
the growth of society in this country with 
higher impulses, and to keep greed and 
acquisitiveness in their proper place—subdued 
and subordinate to something better.
